This 
is due to the fact that Severn I treasurers 
have concluded that Fall Ilj vor has clone 
enough curtailing, and has frequently 
done it recently for the bencflt of tho 
outside miiis. 


The fact that the association took no 


action on (he wage question has caused 
much good feeling in the city, as it was 
known that a strong effort was beins 
made quietly to briug about a lower 
wage scale.

ful and accept the method. To do so 
is to adopt a personal safeguard av.d 
and to assume a public obligation.

1)01 NO ITS DUTY 


The board of trade is doing what the 


Transcript expected it would with ref- 
erence to thr metal castings company 
Which has r.-.ade offers to locate in this 
city. It is making as thorough an in- 
vestigation as seems to be within its 
power. It is getting at the main point, 
which is whether the company ceo- 
, trols a process that is valuable. If the 
process Is all that has been 
claimed 


tor it there can be no risk in sivimr 
the company all the 
encourazement 


that North Adams nan arlve it. But 
this remaining in doubt it would be 


y, and .very unwiite lor the board 


of trade to assume tha responsibility 
of recommMdrng it to North Adams 
business men as a safe investment. 
As we hava already pointed out, the 
company asks North Adama to give it 
the only money it would have to begin 
business with, the company riskinc 
nothing but its time. 
The board 
of 


trade, we ieel sure,, will not take a 
leap in the dark and ask North Ad- 
ams' capita* to leap after it. The ex« 
perimental character of the 
metal 


castings company's business, whollv 
untried in a business vr«,y, is sufficient 
to provoke investigation and compel 
caution. And the financial part of its 
proposition, which we have 
already 


sufficiently Analyzed, emphasizes the 
need of inquiry- The board of trade is 
doing its duty, its duty by itself and 
the city, in starting and prosecuting, 
slowly and thoroughly, the inquiry 
that is demoded by the circumstances. 
The board of trade's endorsement of 
a proposition would carry great weight 
with it and the board understands that 
this endorsement should not be lightly 
given. We sincerely hope that the in- 
quiry in orogress "will 
satisfy 
the 


board that the metal castings com- 
pany is desirable and, it being desir- 
able, that it will coma to North Ad- 
ams.

With mills 
assured of activity beyond the middle 
of the year, and some uncertainty re- 
garding the labor organizations' atti- 
tude on the wage schedule, therekis a

wait as long as possible."

men now on strike for their partici- 
pation in the strike.

The W. C. T. U. held a clipping par- 


ty yesterday afternoon at the home 
of Mrs. Crandall, one of the vice pres- 
idents, on Bracewell avenue, for the 
purpose of clipping reading 
matter 


from periodicals and papers to be sent 
to soldiers and sailors. The meeting 
was well attended and a large amount 
of good reading matter was selected 
for the purpose named. A social time 
was had in connection with the work 
and refreshments were served. 


The union submitted a communica-

BOON FOR RAILWAY MEH 


Iflinois Central Adopts a Pension i 


System For Its Employees. 1 


WILL GO INTO EFFECT ON JULT L 


The Scheme In Liberal In the Ex- 


treme—Company Starta With, a Gift 
of $250,000 — Roles its to Bene- 
ficiaries—How the Pensions Are 
Figured. 
Illinois Central railroad employees re- 


tired for age or incapacity will be the 
ibeneflciavics of a coraprelaensire pen- 
sion system which the roucl will put 
into effect July 1. 


Each retired employee will receive a 


pension based on the average monthly 
salary he had been paid during the 
last ten years ojt his service ant] vary- 
ing from 10 to 40 or even 50 per cent 
of that salary. The system applies to 
every officer and employee of the road 
from the president down to the hum- 
blest laborer, except the members of 
the law nnd surgical departments. 


"We have been led to provide pen- 


sions," said President Stuyresant Fish 
recently, "as an additional means of 
providing for our men and bringing 
,theia into Close and friendly relations 
iwith the company. Since the rise of 
the value of the road stock above par 
,we have found that the employees have 
practically stopped purchasing it, and 
after much deliberation we decided 
upon the present plan, the details of 
which have been carefully worked out. 


"To start with, the company makes 


a cash gift of $250,000 to the pension 
fund. In addition it agrees to pay any 
amount needed for the pensions up to 
8100,000 each year. If the annual pen- 
sion allowance run beyond this figure, 
then, and only then, the original ?250,- 
000 will be touched. If the $250,000 is 
exhausted the company reserves the 
privilege of altering the schedule of 
payments so that the burden shall not 
Increase to too great size. 


1 "As to the employees who get pen- 
sions, there are included in the hrst 
place all men "over 70 years of age who 
have been ten years in the service of 
the road. Retirement at the age of 70 
is made compulsory for all officers and 
employees. In the case of locomotive 
firemen, engineers, conductors, flagmen 
and brnkemen, train baggage men, 
yardmasters, switchmen, bridge fore 
men, 
section foremen and supervisors, 


'they may be retired at the age of Go, 
and if they have been ten years in 
service they will be pensioned. 
Offl- 


cers and employees between the ages 
of 61 and 70 who have become incapac- 
itated for any cause and who have 
•been ten years in the service may be 
jretired and pensioned. 
| "These provisions are liberal, for 
most other roads require a continuous 
'service of 30 years before granting pen- 
|sions, make the retirement age for in- 
capacitated men from 65 to 69 years in- 
stead of 01 and do not let the train 
and track men retire before 70. 


"The amount of the pension is fig- 


ured this way: The average monthly 
pay of the man for his ten years is 
found, and then he is allowed 1 per 
cent of the amount for every year he 
has been in the service of the road. If 
he has baen ten years in service bis 
pension is 10 per cent, and if he has 
been 40 years m service he gets a 40 
per cent pension. For instance, the 
trackmen, get the lowest pay, averag- 
ing $30 a month. Suppose a man has 
been 30 years in the service of the com- 
pany—and it is fair to assume that most 
pensioned men will have boon with us 
that long at ieast—his pension will be 
$9 a month, or $108 a yo^r. 


"A brakeinan averages §00 a month, 


but if he was a good man he would be 
promoted long before retirement, and 
BO would not get his pension on that 
salary basis. The same is true of fire- 
men. 


"The conductor averages $113 a 


month, which would make his pensieu 
after 30 years' service S34.CO a month, 
or $414 a year. The engineer, with an 
average p~ay of $123 a mouth, would 
get after 30 years' service $37.50 a 
month pension, or $450 a year. Ma- 
chinists, averaging $60 a month, on the 
same basis would get $18 a month pen- 
sion, or $210 a year. Of course if men 
of these grades were retired after 40 
years' service the pensions would be 
just 33 1-3 per cent greater than the 
figures given. 


"The terms of the plan are liberal in 


another way. 
Of course continuous 


service is meant by the pin-nse 'length 
of service,' but where men have been 
gone on a leave of absence, suspension, 
dismissal followed by reinstatement 
within one year, or where temporarily j 
laid off on account of reduction of the 
force when unattended by other em- 
ployment, that is not considered a 
break in the continuity. 


"Pensioned employees are permitted 


to engage in any other business they 
iwish, although they cannot return to 
the service of the company. They are 
'not permitted to assign away pensions. 


"The road has now between 30,000 


and 35,000 employees, half the size of 
the United States army, nnd all active 
workers. They must be kept to high 
efficiency. 
Conditions are mure ardu- 


ous every year. Wages are higher and 
stability of employment greater. 
To 


keep the force in the best condition wo 
want a pension system, but we espoct 
that from year to year the finnncia! 
demands of the system will be heavier.

They followed that flag for 
four years without wavering, notwith- 
standing all the hardships of the bat- 
tlefield, the prison pens and the hos- 
pitals. 
Theynever lose courage, and

country sleeps in unknown graves we 
have the satisfaction, of knowing t'.iat 
we were eternally right, and that we 
have no_apology to make for, what we 
did.

Yes, the south 
fought with iio in the last war, but I 
want American youth never to forget 
that 600,000 men died that this nation 
might live, ana we want history writ- 
ten correctly. The civil war was for 
the destruction of the Union on one 
side, and for its preservation ori the 
other.

the t'me will come when the United 
States government will hnve to eradi- 
cate sonic of the history that is being- 
taught in the south . If the south 
keeps on studying such history as it 
studies today the country can r.'aver be 
united asi it should be.

That war liberated 10 million slaves 


and the question is, what is to be the 
destiny of these people.

it should ever be taken away from 
those to whom it has been given.

kept down. He believed it was worth 
all it cost to make this country free, 
tliat the past is secure, and that the 
mission of this country is to lead the 
nations of the world forward to a 
hig-hor civilization end 
development 


than have yet been knbwn. 


A suiting- addres-s was made by 


Silas Mason 
of 
Hartwellville, who 


drove 11 miles to be present. He hig-h 
ly complimented the women of the 
Relief corps on their part of the work 
of the Grand Army, and thought there 
v,-as no longer any danger from the 
south. 
Mr. Mason spoke of various 


-things, among others 
his 
religion, 


which he said meant 16 square ounces 
to-the pound. If this would not pass 
him through the pearly gates he w 
willing to go to the other piaae. Tho 
audience wr.s convulsed wifn laughter 
much of the time while he was on his 
feet. 


At this point the junior quartet, com 


pcs-ed of Comrades K. A. Tower, A. 
W. Fulton, J. Q. Irwin and 
G. S. 


Stockwell, sang "The boys of 61," and 
this was followed by a parody en- 
titled "The gay young girls," which 
caused much amusement. 


The next speaker was Assistant Ad- 


jutant General Prebble of the depart 
ment of Masachusetts. He spoke of 
the civil war, of the readiness with 
v. }i;ch the oeiple responded to Lin- 
cr'n's- rails fo- men, of the laige num- 
ber enrolled in the union" armies and 
of the success that came to northern 
arms. When the war broke out for 
eigii nations thought it would be the 
or.cl of democracy, but such was not 
the case, this was because the young 
men who went to the front believed 
in the future of the country. The coun

erable criticism was made by Captain
